Tney were tbe products of an old mud 
volcano and, accjiding to Richardson's 
official work, published in 1892, taere

A connection exists between 


the land and tbe lake asphalt. By 
the removal of 1,000,000 tons of the 
material tbe level of the lake bas 
oein lowered from one to two feet. 
It Is evident, however, that tbe 
pitch does flow In and |tbat it 
possesses a degree of fluidity. Every 
indication shows tnat 
the

asphalt bad some movement. Much 
expert testimony was to the effect 
tbat both pit cues contained tbe same 
material 
Richardson claimed there 


was no difference and that tbe min- 
eral and organic matter does not 
effect Its quality- only its character. 
Witnesses have testified tbat the per- 
centage of bitumen In both were 
nearly the same, the lake possessing 
• trifle more than tbe land asphalt. 
Bowen, professor of chemistry in tbe 
school of mines of Columbia college, 
said that tbe land pitch was dry and 
dead and wanting in cementing qual- 
ities; that the air and moisture af- 
fected It. 
In the lake there are many pools 


of water, so it appears tbat moisture 
does not affect it and air can only 
afted the outer surface. If the «ur 
face was taken off and tbe under part 
used, as was done with tbe Columbia 
Construction Co., then tbat material 
wou'd be as good as tbe other. 


Scientists, while they recognits a 


difference between the two, are un- 
able to show a difference. All as- 
phalt contains water, the lake about 
35 per cint. and tbe land about 27 
per cent. Tbti makes one more pli- 
able than the other. What nature 
takes years to d», man can do in a 
short time. In order to make asphalt 
useful gas and moisture must be ex 
pelled. It then becomes bard. All 
companies use petroleum oil to ren- 
der It soft, so It can be worked. The 
best oil used for tbls purpose is made 
at the Lima refinery. 


Much attention must be given to 


tbe manipulation of the material 
Sume streets made of land asphalt 
have been failures, and some mad a 
from lake aspbalt have been failures. 
One line of engineers testify that 
land asphalt «.reels are as goods* 
lake, while others give contrary tes- 
timony. 
Both, however, are honest 


In tbeir belief. 


It Is certainly lest of an experiment 


to use lake asphalt. The Columbia 
w mpany has guaranteed to keep tne 
street In repair for a certain length 
of tlme>. Tbe letting of the contract 
was a question of policy on which 
nonoraole men differ. 


Members of tbe council"testified 


tbat they had made an investigation. 
They were not bi uad to receive evi- 
dence from the next lowest, bidder. 
It was an important question to Uie 
oouocllnien to consider tbat there 
was tl0,000 difference in tbe two 
bids.

these are sure to be the varieties most 
in demand and those which grow most 
snccessfully in the great*-'- portion of 
the wheat belt. It is little more than a 
decade since bard wheats were rairly 
seen m the region south of Iowa aud 
Nebraska, but now they are the kind* 
generally grown in the states of the 
plaiiih. 


Milch of the work of adapting bard 


wheats to middle latitudes has been 
done by acclimatizing northern spring 
varieties thereby gradually changing 
!hoiu to winter sorts, but it is a ques- 
tion whether it is not better to intro- 
duce hard winter vanetia-* direct 


Tho finest class of bread wheats iu 


the world is grown in southeast Russia 
As this region is characterized by a 
deep, black earth, an and climate, long 
and severe winters and hot, dry sum- 
mers— conditions very similar to those 
which prevail in our own wheat belt — 
these wheats should by all means be 
more extensively tested. The wheats in 
question nre both winter and spring 
sown varieties. Tbe plants can be readi- 
ly distinguished at some distance when 
{.Town with different varieties in small 
plats, as they are dark green ; slender. 
•witb long, narrow leaves; small, nay- 
row, compressed heads; small, very 


ard, red grams, and often in spring

tares A gifted friend gave me a list of 
persons eminent in political economy, 
Huxley, Tyndall, Herbert Spencer and 
the Duke, of Argyll among the number. 
but the sowing brought no seed, except 
in tbe case of the Duke of Argyll His 
grace was a fluent writer upon many 
themes, prone to controversy and stout 
in battle. He replied to tho "Progress 
and Poverty" gospel in a severe criti- 
cism, which appeared in The Nineteenth 
Century, entitled, if 1 remember, "The 
Prophet of San Francisco." George's 
controversy with the duke found his op- 
portunity, the result of which was that 
George won his place in English litera- 
ture and became a fixed star in the finna- 
uent of political economy.
